PHYSICAL FORCE IN TREATMENT

Johy A. Murray 

Tho story of tho gradual evolution of treatment by physical 
methods makes a facinating and instructive reading. In many instan¬ 
ces the gomius of one keen obsorvor---not necessarily a physician-- 
rocognizod tho hoaling effects of such procooduros as water troatnont, 
electricity in some form, sunlight or certain exorcises,^ In 
enthusiastic heads, at first, a now method often ’’runs wild” and 
its hoaling virtues are magnified while its failures are disregarded 
Tho medical profession, being conservative as a whole, wants proof 
of success obtained under its scrutinizing observation. For this 
reason only those methods are adopted that stand oxtonsivo trial 
in critical hands. Each and every one of tho recognized physical 
methods of treatment had to go through a period of export observation. 

PHYSICL THERAPY AS A PART OF PRACTICE OF MEDICINE 

Physical Therapy is not a now system for recognizing and treating 
diseases, as some of its ardent advocates, especially those v\iho 
have had no medical training would make it appear. It is simply a 
method of treating disease and in;5ury with the aid of physical 
agents, as a rule in conjunction with medical & suggical measures.. 
After it has boon definitely established what ails tho patient. 

In tho employment of Physical treatment methods in order to^ 
derive the best results from any form of aparatus or fpom bathing
